It will be a long-haul. An es- 
timated 10,000 Nomes were swept 
away by the rampaging river. 
The entire city of Vanport was 
destroyed. Dikes :-were washed 
out. Communications were  dis- 
rupted. Transportation was crip- 
pled. Hundreds of square’ miles 
lay under a murky shroud of 
water that will remain for days 
and weeks. 

The fight now is against dis- 
ease, to search for the dead, to 
bring families back together 
again, to feed and clothe those 
who lost everything,. to supply 
temporory housing. 

Impetus to thé tremendous task 
came from President Truman. He 
ordered federal agencies into full 
speed rehabilitation. Volunteer 
agencies, local and national, strug- 
gled to get their own aid pro- 
grams going. 

The Red Cross and_ Salvation 
Army reported gains in providing 
housing, shelter, food and cloth- 
ing. 

The Red Cross said it is caring 
for 7,000 families in the  Port- 





land area alone. It praised Port- | 


land’s response in donating 20 
tons of clothing and 200 tons of 
food. More is coming in. 

The Salvation Army announced 
30 canteens in operation in dike 
areas. More than 100,000 sand- 
wiches have’ been __ distributed 
along with quantities of blankets, 
shoes and otker necessaries. 

Health authorities said they 
had their problems under control. 
Typhoid immunization, teams 
toured all shelter areas. Planes 
sprayed flooded areas with DDT. 

Portland’s housing authority 
asked for war surplus buildings, 
tents and trailers for the emer- 
gency housing. The wheels are 
turning toward rebuilding low 
cost housing projects to replace 
the 800 multiple dwelling units 
shattered in Vanport. 

The navy is ready to break out 
surplus vessels from its moth- 
ball fleet at Astoria, Ore., for 
use in the emergency housing. 
Two decommissioned hospital 
ships can be moved to Portland 
from the port at ‘the river’s mouth. 
Idle ocean tankers are available 
to supply power for river towns 
where transmission lines or local 
generators are wrecked.
